When he returned 
his manner was grave. 
To observers here any drawing back 
by Germany from lier announced in­ 
tention 
of

submarinings 
would be the greatest surprise of the 
war. 
All Power Mobilized 
Germany has now mobilized every 
ounce of her energy for the expected 
—and decisive—campaigns. 
With new troops going to the front, 
with Zeppelins flying over the city, 
with daily reports of submarine suc­ 
cesses and the news of 
successful 
throwing ofT of entente attacks on all 
fronts, the country is steeled to fur­ 
ther sacrifices. 
The feeling here is that Germany is 
a gigantic powder magazine, prepar­ 
ing for an explosion in 
a military 
sense—and that this explosion 
will 
shake the universe. 
The American embassy was a pic­ 
ture of gloom. 
Secretary Joseph C. 
Craw, Commander Gherardi, naval a t­ 
tache, and other secretaries and em­ 
ployes paced the corridors nervously. 
Official word was anxiously awaited. 
The brief word issued in newspaper 
extras was read aud re-read. 
Yankees Calm 
Outside, on the streets and in the 
subways, the newspaper extras sold 
furiously. 
Announcement officially of 
the break was calmly awaited by the 
American colony, however. 
The question everybody in Berlin 
asked was how American officials, cor­ 
respondents, Red Cross doctors and 
civilians will reach America—with all 
European liners stopped. 
The present Indication 
was 
that 
hundreds of Americans will be strand­ 
ed. Neutral ship lines are refusing to 
book any passages. 
A great number 
of Americans who had arranged 
to 
sail during February and March were 
notified that their sailings had been 
cancelled. 
But the exodus of these Americans 
from Germany had already begun. 
It 
started in the middle of last week. 
With all Scandinavian 
and 
Dutch 
liners stopped, Spain appears to be 
the only open route. On Saturday the 
ambassador received a telegram from 
the American embassy in Madrid no­ 
tifying him what liners were sched­ 
uled from there.

Dolt?

"Why did Germany do It? Is per- 
VaiiB the most difficult question to 
answer, and yet the answer 1b de­ 
cidedly 
not 
mere 
war-madness. 
Wisely or foolishly, but at 
least 
after careful 
consideration, 
Ger­ 
many took a step which would in­ 
evitably range against It the forces 
and sentiment of the world. 
What 
could have been Its motives? 
First, doubtless, a long chance of 
possible success in the effort 
to 
starve out England and 
thereby 
win conclusive victory In the war. 
It England could 
be 
completely 
blockaded, its food supply would 
be gone within a few weeks and a 
separate peace with England could 
be forced. 
The establishment 
of 
Germany as the dominant power 
of Europe and 
as 
the 
greatest 
power In the world would then be 
not beyond the dreams of ambition. 
It is hardly likely that sober-think­ 
ing German authorities 
regarded 
success to this extent as probable. 
But they may have thought that 
even a 
remote 
possibility 
was 
worth risking. 
Second, in the probable event of 
failure to put England 
under 
a 
complete state of siege, there was 
of course a reasonable possibility 
of so far increasing the privations 
of the English people as at least to 
equalize English and German con­ 
ditions. 
Except for the price 
of 
violating the 
world’s 
neutrality, 
this might have seemed an object 
worth gaining. 
Third, in the event of the failure 
of both of these and of possible 
ultimate defeat. 
Germany 
would 
perhaps rather have 
the 
United 
States participating as a magnani­ 
mous enemy in the final peace con­ 
ference, than to have It a non-par­ 
ticipating 
and 
therefore 
useless 
friend. 
And. finally, 
if 
Germany 
has 
reached a point at which defeat is 
inevitable, it tnuy have seemed the 
less evil to precipitate that defeat 
with a tremendous bang, especially 
if there is a long-shot gambling 
chance of escaping 
it, 
than 
it 
would be to face the slower and 
more ruthless process of gradual 
defeat. 
These explanations, of course, do 
not justify the indefensible; 
but 
they may at least offer a rational 
explanation of how it might have 
happened.
